Radiola VII 


ADIOLA VII is an entirely self- 
contained, long distance receiver 
mounted within a Console Mod- 
el, genuine mahogany cabinet. 

It may be used with an outdoor antenna, a 
short indoor antenna, a loop aerial or the 
Faradon Socket Antenna which is supplied 
with it. 

Electrically, this Radiola consists of a 
highly selective two-circuit tuner, two 
stages of radio frequency amplification, a 
Radiotron detector and two stages of audio 
frequency amplification. The fault with 
radio frequency amplification has been, 
heretofor, that maximum amplification was 
obtained at only one wavelength (called 
the peak), from which it fell off in efficiency 
at higher and lower wavelengths to a most 
unsatisfactory degree. In Radiola VII, 
this undesirable characteristic has been 
avoided by a device which permits the user 
to vary the amplification “peak” over the 
entire wavelength range of 220 to 550 
meters. The knob and dial controlling this 
device are calibrated in meters, eliminating 
guess work. 


The dry battery operation, made possible 
by the use of UV-199 Radiotrons, is a most 
desirable feature as the dry cells, in addi- 
tion to being clean, easy to handle and re- 
quiring no attention, may he incorporated 
within the cabinet. Space is provided for 


six No. 6 dry cells, two 45-volt “B” battery 
units and two 3-volt, “C” battery, flashlight 
units. A set of batteries should last several 
months, after which they may easily be re- 
placed at low cost. 


The Loud Speaker furnished with Radi- 
ola VII is the Westinghouse Type FH. 
This unit is both graceful and efficient, its 
mechanism being of the “polarized lever” 
type. One of the chief advantages inherent 
in this type of loud speaker is the fact that 
while the diaphragm may bend freely and 
handle notes of great volume without dis- 
tortion, there is no sacrifice of sensitivity on 
weak notes. The horn and base have both 
been finished in dull black and the base is 
of sufficient diameter (eight inches) to pre- 
vent tipping over.
